I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1967 <> 

The  Registrar  General's  figures  for  the  year  indicate  a mid-year 
population  of  5,110,  an  increase  of  50  compared  v/ith  last  yeaco 

During  the  year  there  were  65  births  and  78  deatfis  compared  with  87 
births  and  78  deaths  in  1966,  and  63  births  and  49  deaths  in  1965  o Ulien 
one  is  dealing  with  such  small  numbers  considerable  fluctuations  are  to  be 
expected  from  year  to  yearo  The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  17o27  per  thousand 
population  is  the  same  as  the  national  birth  ratOo  The  adjusted  death  rate 
of  10o56  per  thousand  population  compares  favourably  with  the  national  death 
rate  cf  llo2  p»er  thousand  populationo 

Causes  of  death  follow  the  expected  pattern,  v/itli  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulation  and  cancer  pred jminatingo  There  were  no  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  ageo 

Forty  one  cases  of  measles  occurred  during  the  early  part  of  the  yearo 
The  disease  was  of  a mild  nature  and  there  were  no  deaths » 

The  Town's  water  supply  continued  as  in  previous  years  and  18  samples 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examimttion  all  proved  satisfactory o Sewage 
disposal  also  continued  as  previously o It  is  gratifying  to  note,  as  mentioned 
in  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  report,  that  the  stream  which  formerly  flowed' 
on  to  the  beach  at  Ilunmanby  Gap  has  now  dried  up,  thus  providing  the  final 
proof  that  it  consisted  of  the  effluent  from  septic  tanlcso 

On  housing,  a further  67  new  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  yearo 
Work  on  the  Providence  Place  Re-Development  Scheme  commenced  during  the  year® 

In  presenting  this  report  may  I express  my  thanlis  to  the  staff  of  the 
Department  for  their  work  during  the  year,  and  also  to  the  Chairman  and  Niembers 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  constant  interest  and  support o

An  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  in  the  Conference  Hall  on  alternate 
Tuesdays  from  2 p.m.  to  4 p.m. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service 

This  service  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Home  Nursing  Service,  There 
is  one  District  Nurse/Midwife  residing  and  working  in  the  District. 

Health  Visiting 

One  Health  Visitor  works  in  the  Filey  area,  her  office  being  situated 
in  the  Conference  Hall  (telephone  number  2282). 

Home  Nursing  Service 

This  service  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Midwifery  Service  as 
indicated  above. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Council's  Ambulance  Station  is  situated  on  Padbury  Avenue, 
Filey  (telephone  Filey  2043). 

Domestic  Help 

Home  Help  service  which  is  rendered  in  the  District  is  administered  at 
County  Hall,  Beverley  and  all  applications  for  the  service  are  dealt  with  by 
the  Home  Help  Organiser  (telephone  number  0482  881281). 
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LOCAL  EDUCATION  AUT:.0RITY  - SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Routine  medical  inspections  are  carried  out  of  all  children  attending 
Local  Education  Authority  schools  in  the  District.  Head  inspections  of 
children  in  the  primary  schools  is  undertaken  by  the  school  nurse  at  the 
beginning  of  each  term. 

Immunisation  against  diptheria,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  and  B.C.G. 
Vaccination  is  made  available  to  children  in  school. 

OTHER  LOCAL  AUTHORITY  SERVICES 


Bucicrose  Health  Division  Co-ordinating  Committee 

Once  every  tw©  or  three  months  a co-ordinating  Committee,  under  the 
aegis  of  the  County  Council,  meets  in  Bridlington  to  co-ordinate  the  work  of 
Officers  in  the  District  who  are  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  children. 

The  primary  objects  of  the  Committee  are  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  children 
in  their  own  homes  and  the  prevention  of  break-up  of  families. 

On  the  Committee  are  representatives  of  the  County  Children's  Department, 
the  County  Health  Department,  the  School  Welfare  Department,  the  County  Welfare 
Department,  the  Housing  Managers  of  the  District  Councils,  the  Ministry  of 
Social  Security,  the  National  Society  for  the  prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children, 
the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service,  Probation  Officers,  and  a Marriage  Guidance 
Counsellor.  Representatives  of  other  organisations  are  co-opted  from  time  to 
time  as  the  need  arises.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity  as 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  takes  the  Chair  of  the  Committee. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  at  Hull. 

VOLUNTARY  ORGANISATIONS 

Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service 

The  W.R.V.S.  undertakes  the  sale  of  welfare  foods  for  infants  at  the 
Conference  Hall  each  Friday  9.30  a.m.  to  11,30  a.m,  and  also  at  each  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic. 

They  also  administer  a Meals  on  klieels  service,  a Chiropody  service,  a 
Darby  and  Joan  Club  and  at  19  Queen  Street  an  Old  Persons  Centre. 

NATIONAL  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  PREVENTION  OF  CRUELTY  TO  CHILDREN 

Filey  lies  within  the  North  East  Yorkshire  Branch  of  the  National  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  and  cases  requiring  the  services  of 
the  Society  are  visited  by  Inspector  White  working  from  Scarborough.  Inspector 
White's  work  is  much  appreciated  by  those  of  us  in  Filey  concerned  with  child 
Welfare. 
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UNITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


The  building  industry  continues  to  be  fairly  active  in  the 
area  and  67  nev  dwellings  have  been  completed  during  the  year^, 


Over  the  past  few  years  approximately  500  new  homes  either 
houses  or  bungalows  have  been  occupied  and  this  has  added  greatly  to 
the  work  of  the  department o This  is  particularly  felt  by  the  refuse 
collection  services  where  the  amount  and  bulk  of  refuse  per  household 
continues  to  rise,  and  the  full  effect  of  this  coupled  with  the  shorter 
working  week  increases  the  difficulties,  especially  during  the  summer 
months  when  the  population  is  greatly  increased  and  the  holiday  and 
caravan  camps  are  opeiio  The  Civic  Amenities  Act  has  added  to  the 
responsibilities  of  the  department  particularly  as  regards  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  bulky  objects  and  costs  are  bound  to  rise  in  the  future o 
The  recruitment  of  suitable  labour  for  this  type  of  work  is  becoming 
increasingly  difficult « 


One  tenant  still  remains  in  the  area  encompassed  within  the 
Providence  Place  Re=Development  Scheme,  but  work  on  the  scheme  has 
commen^^ed  and  when  completed  should  be  a great  help  in  solving  the 
housing  problem,  particularly  of  aged  persons » 

The  stream  which  formerly  flovi^ed  on  to  beach  at  Hunmanby 
Gap  has  practically  dried  up  since  the  new  sewer  and  pumping  station 
was  installed,  proving  beyond  doubt  that  a great  proportion  of  the  liquid 
had  come  from  the  old  septic  tank  effluentso 


During  hea’%^'  rain  the  ejector  station  in  The  Fold  at  Primrose 
Valley  overflowso  All  roof  water  from  the  properties  in  this  area 
passes  through  the  drainage  systems  into  the  sewer,  and  the  ejectors  are 
not  capable  of  dealing  v/ith  the  increased  flow  particularly  as  more 
properties  are  being  added  to  the  systemo

At  the  majority  pre-packed  Ice  Cream  is  sold  from 
Cabinets,  but  "soft**  Ice  Cream  is  still  gaining  in  popularity  and  constant 
vigilance  has  to  be  kept  to  ensure  that  the  machines  are  properly  cleansed 
ancl^  sterilised.  One  establishment  manufactures  its  own  Ice  Cream  using 
heat;  treatment  in  accordance  with  the  regulations.

Bearirig  »n  mind  the  extra  premises  to  be  serviced,  the  ever  increasing 
k of  repuse.  to  oe  dealt  with,  and  other  factors  affecting  the  work  of  the  department, 
work  has  been  carried  put  in  a satisfactory  manner  and  very  few  complaints  regarding 
service  have  been  received. 

Controlled  tipping  is  the  meaas  of  disposal  and  the  bulk  of  the  covering 
erial  consists  of  clay.  During  wet  weather  and  particularly  in  winter  this  makes 
surface  of  the  tip  into  a quagmire.  This  is  the  one  reason  why  I advise  against 
purchase  of  a compressing  type  vehicle.  With  the  extra  weight  involved  it 
Id  sink  up  to  the  axles  almost  every  time  it  left  the  central  tip  road. 

The  tip  is  regularly  baited  from  the  point  of  view  of  rodent  control 
periodically  dusted  with  insecticide  to  reduce  the  nuisance  from  flies  and  other 
ects.
